PROSPECTS OP THB YEAR 
~~~~ 

Tlio great fulure of the British dependen- 
cies on tho Pacific Coast will in nil proba- 
bility bo moro apparent at tlio closo of the 
ensuing mining soason than it ia at present 
It cannot be denied that we aro quite ia our 
inlancy at present, both so far as gold mining 
is concerned and the general development of 
our resources as a field for emigration. Much 
labour has been spoilt in tlio past throo years 
in the upper country in partially opening up 
the mining districts, and much yet remains 
to bo dono, but sufficient has been accom- 
plished to enable us to anticipate a belter 
field for labor and a better return for invest- 
ment of capital in the present year than we 
have hitherto experienced. 

Whether or not the present year will wit- 
ness tho introduction of the capita! which is 
so urgently required for tho proper working 
and devslopmont of tho mines is yet to be 
proved, but wo may fairly anticipate that 
capital will ba more husbanded and en- 
couraged than it has been in former years ; 
companies aro being formed, and machinery 
seot up to Cariboo this yaar, which will 
enable miners to accomplish for more prospect- 
ing than could possibly ba undertaken by 
singlo hnads working on no definite plan. 
Those who havo met with tolerable success 
in their labors hitherto have sufficient 
coufidenco in tho mines to venturo a con- 
siderable portion of what they havo aN 
leady acquired for the sako of going moro 
thoroughly into these mining operations 
which they deem most likely to return them 
large profits for their labor. Ono important 
feature iu the present, over pait years, in Ihe 
miniug districts, will bo the absence of an ex- 
cessive number of men, utterly unfitted for 
tho work they set out to do, and a consequent 
diminution iu the return of discontents at 
tho olose of the year, and we may alio ex- 
pect, from the fact of the road being better 
known, and the country north of tho head of 
navigation on the Frazer being perfectly 
familiar to those who have been at the mine. 
■ .'orthc last two or thrso seasons, tast all 
those working men who have mado good 
wages iu the upper country, and who know 
what they have to encounter, will return to 
the same employment this year, and moro 
than half of thorn will tako up with them 
some of their cfimpanions who have remained 
down hore last season ; as a natural conse- 
quence laborers will be scarce in Vancouver 
Island all the summer j we can hardly expect 
that it should be otherwise ; the wages for 
labor hero are comparatively so small 
as compared with whut is paid on ap- 
portion of tho route to the mines, that it 
cannot be expected that mon in robust health 
and with no regular employment, will remain 
in this colony during tho summer when they 
are tolerably certain of regulnr employment 
and good wuges in the upper country. Wo 
may also look for a marked improvement in 
the farming prospects in British Columbia 
in tho coming seasou; from the appearance of 
tho homesteads in those parts of tho line of 
road where farming could bo attempted last 
autumn, there was every indication of a very 
profitablo business being done in raising 
barley, vegetables, nnd hay, and in grazing 
stock; each year will make a vast difference 
in this most important branch of civilisation, 
nnd from tho number of parties who are 
wintering at the roadside houses this year 
we may expect a great advance in lLo agri- 
culture of tho sister colony next year. This 
will bo of great importance to Victoria as a 
means of increasing tho regular trade of our 
port. The moro easy the communication 
with the mines becomos, and tho more the 
farming districts of the continent nro settled 
up tho better will it be for the commorciul 
interests of our oily. 

Altogether prosponts are better and moro 
defined than they wore two years ago, and 
those who come out as immigrants in 18b'4 
will not bo likoly to leave the colonies in 
disgust if they aro able to put their hands to 
any sort of work.

ECHOES FROM EUROPE, 



The stati of affairs on tho Continent of 
Europe, although not more imminent of war 
than it was a few months' ago seems still 
somewhat complicated. Denmark and the 
Duchies, that long vexed question which 
every body has heard of for many years, and 
no body understands, refuses to be settled, 
and whether tho Emperor of the French and 
his friend tho Pope, and a few more of tho 
crowned heads of Europe meet iu Congress 
or not, ilis much to be feared that the Ger- 
manic Confederation may glido into a war 
withDcnmaik. The Emperor of the French, 
so say the Parisian journals, is offended iu 
his dignity, and wounded in his prido, by 
tho refusal of England to join tho Congress, 
and the alliance does not promise to be so 
close for the future as it has been for some 
timo past between Franco and England. The 
French people, ever restloss, and seeking 
afteru change, will not lon<; remain quiescent, 
and the prospects of a general continental 
war arising out ol the various minor disturb- 
ances in Europe — tho Russian and Polish 
difficulties being the main rockB ahead — arc 
freely discussed at the clubs. At Ibo 
present moment England has too much 
, on her hands to hazard taking ai.y 
part in a conlinonlal struggle which 
roally does not ufl'uct her interests, and 
Her Majesty's government aro wisely en- 
deavoring to ateer clear of all dispu 1 os. For 
tho last century Gruat Britain has nut gone 
voluntarily to war, and the consequence has 
been a singular fortune in gelling well out of 
most of tho difficulties which havo "arisen. 
How long the wnrs in which our country is 
engaged may bo confined to distant depen- 
dencies it ia impossible to say. Tho En- 
glish papers certainly do not talk so fro;ly 
of war as a probable termination of the pond- 
ing discussions, as thny did a short time ago, 
Hut as affairs aic cortainly somewhat unset- 
tled, it surely cannot bo beside the mark for 
our own legislature to take up tho question of 
coast defences. It will bo too late after we 
hear that war in which England is likely to 
bo enguged, is really eommanoing, to arrange 
the plans, and dUcusa the means of defend- 
ing our city from foreign attack. Wo cer- 
tainly ought to be prepared, and thcro is no 
lime like the prosont for taking tho mat- 
ter up.

Both men were 
bleeding) about the lace; Dougherty had a 
knife in bis hand; I turned to leave the placei 
i when 1 beard un exclamation and looking

jicail with a dray bar, knocking him down 
insensible. Dougherty's friends assisted uini, 
nod Hobbs got on his dray and loft the wharf, 

Capl. Gardner, l'ilot, sworn — Was on ,St. 
Ours' Wharf and heard an altercation be- 
tween Ilobbs and Dougherty; heard llobbs 
say to Douglllerly ,; if you call me a son of a 

b again, I'll strike you." Was .walking 

away, when hearing a voice turned back and 
Biiw llobbs pressing Dougherty back on the 
dray and striking him; Dougherty sung out 
" take him off, i hnve had enough," I 
turned to go again the men having 
parted, when I heard the bystanders 
nay let them light it out, and 
looking buck I saw llobbs holding 
Dougherty, and crying out that ho wus 
-tabbed, llobbs then threw him ofF.and run 
into the store, pulling down his trowsers and 
showing the wound ; ha then went to Ins 
dray and took one of the bars, but was ad- 
vised not lo tiso it. Witness walked up the 
wharf, and hearing a noise, looked back and 
saw Doughorly lying on the ground ; did nut 
soe Hobbs strike bira, 

Mr. Jabob Bramwell, marine engineer, 
sworn— This witness corroborated part ol thu 
previous evidence. 
* Two other witnesses ware examined, but 
nothing of importance elicited. 

Dr. Trimble examined— Had attended de- 
ceased for a wound in the thigh ; Hobbs 
came topny office stilting that be was stubbed ; 
I looked tit the wound, which appeared to be 
an incised wound ; 1 dressed it, and told him 
to keep epiiel and let il heal. I saw him next 
day. when he seemed to be doing tolerably 
well. On Sunday I was told that ilobbJ 
was taken very ill with a severe pain in his 
bowels ; I saw him and found him showing 
symptoms of deep sealed inflammation. Dr. 
.Haggin was sent for, and a consultation was 
SiolJ, and the wound examined ; it was in 
ihecentro o't the thigli, about two inches long 
and four inches deep. The man died Ibe 
•sanictiight. I have no doubt that the wound 
<was the eiuse of bis death. 

D. I!. Reid, gaoler, sworn — Stalod that on 
January loth, Juhn Dougherty was brought 
to gaol charged with stabbing Hobbs. 

Dr. Uuggin corroborated the evidence ol 
Dr. Trimble; made a post-mortem exami- 
nation of the body and kund it enormously 
swollen ; examined the wound but found no 
Jargo vespel iujuraJ. 

After half un hour's consultation the jury 
lurned a verdict of manslaughter.

Mr. Lewis faid be was not accountable for 
what appeared ill the papers. He had 
stated that tho expense was about SIO00. 
and he belicycd on examination it would not 
bo found wrong, j Mr. J/Jwia spoke from a 
financial statement furnished to him by the 
clerk]. The motion was seconded by Mr 
Sironach for the sake of discus-ion, although 
he might have an amendment to make. 

Mr. Lewis then spoke in favor of the 
motion. He found that people were not 
paying their tuxes, and he did not see that 
they could bo enforced, although after the 
opinion he had obtained bo believed in the 
existence of the Mayor and Corporation. The 
Heal E.tate Assessment could alone be en- 
forced.

Mr- Wallace moved, as an amendment, that 
tho services of the Assessor, Inspector, Sur- 
veyor and Messenger be at present dispensed 
with, retaining only the Clerk. He thought 
that the Council hud not the power to pul an 
end lo their own oxistenoe. 

Mr. McDonald seconded, and said be 
found the monthly espen.-e of thu Council 
was 3606, which was a long way from §1000, 
but still it was necessary to lessen the ex- 
penses tor the time beiug, and tie hoped it 
would not be for long. Mr. McDonald also 
advocated proceedings beiug taken for the 
recovery of the taxes and the question pro- 
perly tested. : ';•.! - 

Mr. Lewis said ho did not know that 
such an amendment would bo brought up, 
buE lie was glad to see niuinberj were coming 
found to his opinion. 

Mr. Sironach supported tho amendment j 
he considered that retrenchment was expedi- 
ent, although ha regretted that tha Council 
should have to dispei.so with officers who 
had done their duty faithfully and efficiently, 
but there certainly was not at presem 
work for them to do. Ho was opposed to 
giving up the Council Chamber, as they 
might be put to considerable, expoasc and 
iiiaonvenicncc in moving and Boding another 
place to Bit in. He did not think it fair to 
thrs landlord after he had gone to expense in 
lilting up tha room In give it up. He was 
oppose 1 to proceedings being al present ta- 
ken against those lux payers who had uot 
paid their trades licenses, as he would like 
to see all have fair play. As far ai the Coun- 
cil was concerned ho should personally stick 
lo the old ship until alio *ie perfuoily stranded 
and deserted by all her Orew. 

Mr. Stronach concluded by reoomuionding 
his hi io her Councillors to work harmonious- 
ly together for the common good. 

The amendment was then put and tho 
votes being equally divided the Mayor gave 
ihe casting vole in favor of the amendment. 

Mr. McDonald moved that a committee bo 
appointed to wail upon Mr. Trounce with a

Committee met Ibis morning at 11 o'clock. 
Members present— TJio Chairman and .Messrs. 
DeCesmes and Duncan. 

Mr, i'earse laid before the Committee an 
elaborate statement of sales and transfers of 
lauds, paymeuis, amount! still duo, &C„ be- 
ing an epitome of the books of iho Land 
Ollico. Mr. Peatse asked leave So make a 
few remarks about Mr. (Jreon'a evidence : 
Prom the reports as published in the Colo- 
nist, he saw that Mr. (Jreeuwuod had stated 
thai he had been compelled to give up 17 
acres of the SO acres lie bad bought up Ihe 
Arm ; so far as ho (Mr. P.) knew, Green- 
wood was not compelled lo give it up, but 
was simply asked lo do so, olid complied of 
his own accord. Greenwood also states that 
he was obliged to pay twice on ihc same 
laud ; that statement is decidedly incorrect ; 
on May I. '57. Greenwood paid into tho Land 
Offico £19 10 on acres of land ; after giv- 
ing up llie 47 uores, lhat payment was ap- 
plied in ibe following manner : tho first 
instalment on sec. 20, £3 13 ; second do, 
£8 13 !) ; interest, .02 2 0, balance paid 
July 12. '58, £17 7 6; in teres l, £1 2 O. 
These were all the payments Geo. Green- 
wood made on lhat section of 80 acres at £1 
per acre. This shows that ho 'in! not 
pay twice for llie land. I believe llie 
balance duo on Ihc laud was paid by 
Mr. Votes. The second section bought 
by Greoawood was roc 19, Luke, containing 
in gross 200 acres, chargeable loo actus, 100 
acres being allowed for took and swump, On 
Jan. 10, (it), ho pa ill £25 on this section. 
This was all that he paid on that section.

The . resolutions of tli 
lion, member were not in order. 

Mr. DeCosmos agreed most heartily with 
the sentiment expiessed by the hen. 
Speaker's resolutions in regard to the in- 
jurious ellect of an official separation ; lha 
injury to both colonies would ,be great, both 
pecuniarily and otherwise j although he did 
uot thiuk that Iho union was uuadvisablo if 
not impossible, us was expressed by the reso- 
lutions, still he was willing to wave this and 
go in cordially lor the principle. We had 
already seen the beneficial working of a 
single stall of oiiioials ; we have had one 
Govcrnot, one Colonial Secretary, one At- 
torney Goncrul, one Treasurer lor u time, 
and found the system to work satisfactorily. 

Dr. Helmoken said he would leave llie 
questions of union to future parliaments to 
settle ; what we had to do with, and do im- 
mediately, was 10 keep the colonies iu their 
present position ; lo Ireop them from being 
separated. This he believed was tho general 
opinion of Ihe House, and this he had en- 
deavored to express in his resolutions. 

Mr. Franklin maintained that this colony 
was quite able to support its own govern- 
ment. This House tiad already disposed ol 
tue question of union in postponing it for six 
mouths. 

The Speaker informed the lion, member 
that the House had uot postponed Iho union 
question for six months. 

.Mr. Frauklin argued against n union of 
ihc two colonies. British Columbia must 
ultimately have representative government 
like ourselves, and when that day comes slio 
will from her preponderance in numbers anil 
wealth be able in control Ibis colony. As to 
any fear of British •Columbia enacting laws 
and levying tarill's which would be injurious 
to us, they could do nothing of this kind" 
which would uot alike injure themselves. Ho 
would call tho altenlioti uf the Honso to the 
fact that a separate Governor had already 
been appointed lor this colony, and he would 
ask is this a lime lo introduce such a meat* 
uro as the one proposed. Must we meet the 
new Governor and tell him thnl the colony 
has collapsed, has omo lo nothing ! It is a 
ridiculous, a suicidal couise. The hon. 
gentleman went over the salaries of tho civil 
staff, urging lhat they wore very small, and 
lhat the economy of a joint stall would be 
extremely trilling. As lo separation, there 
is not the least doubt that Britsh Columbia 
would gladly receive us whenever we aro 
disposed lo annex ourselves to her. He be- 
lieved that tlio time might come when a 
fjderal union such aa was proposed iu oilier 
countries] would be advisable, to deal with 
qaeStidna Of general odd ooierp 03 import, but 
now when a separate Governor has boon 
appointed, we should make Ihe iieuessuiy 
preparation to pay the proposed Civil List, 

Dr. Helmoken said the only argument ad- 
vanced by ihe hon. gentleman was that a 
Governor hud been octuully gazalteJ ; be 
did not say, however, that two Gotornors had 
been gazetted ; nod ho (Dr. H.) only hoped 
that liiuse resolutions would get home before 
the second Guvdruor was appointed. 

The resolutions of Mr. Bayley were put as 
an amendment mid lost, Messrs. Young, Dun- 
can and bayley in the nfTii motive. 

The original resolution was tl;eq put and 
carried. 

Pr. Helmckcn asked tho Home wheth- 
er wo should state the special depart- 
ments in Ihe resolutions, or simply ask for 
one civ,il establishment as far as practicable. 

Mr. Young favored the latler mode of ex- 
pression. 

Mr. DeCosmos said that this might defeat 
tho whole object of tho resolutions, We 
might bs uuddled with two Colonial Hecreta- 
riss, two Attorney Generals, two Surveyor 
Geooruls, etc. Ho thought wo should nam* 
trio different olficials as far as possible. 

Dr. Helincken said bo agreed with the 
hon. icombur for Victoria as to the advisa- 
bility of having a.siuglo stall' as far as practi- 
cable, but there was ono dilfjcully in the wny 
and that ir»a that wo already bad, a stall' of 
officials in. e-iich colony wliose oppoinlments 
WL'ie permanent. 

Mr. Young said if we disponso with the 
services of any uf the officials we would 
to expected to pension them. 

Mr. DeCosmos said that the Duke of New 
casllo liad evidently contemplated dispensing 
with the services of some of tho pivil stalj 
when he asfcei) this colony if they were in 
favor of union wilh ajoinl civil list. | Hear, 
bear.] 

Mr. Demies opposed the idea of only one 
Attorney General. Suppose ihe Allorncy- 
Geucral were at New Westminster, it would 
e.iuse no end uf trouble ; indictments would 
hove to be »ont to that pluco and might he 
lost. Ho disapproved of a penny-wise and 
pound-foolish policy. 

Dr. Powell moved in amendment that tho 
request be made for ono Governor and one 
Civil Establishment, as far as practicable, 
and Ihsl Vancouver Island pay one-third ol 
the salaries of tho officers serving both colo- 
nies, nt the rate now fixed for British Co, 
lumbiu. Carried.

Mr. Young thought there was no use in 
asking fc,r what wo tycro not likely to get.

Mr. DeCosmos' amendment was carried.

Running the Blockade -The "Sumter' 
at Queeustown. 
s|?rem tho Manchester Guardian.) 

We yesterday announced ihe ariivuj of th 
Sumter (now "called the (librulturj nt 
Queenstown, with a cargo af cotton, consis - 
ing ol 3J0 bales, each weighing SOD pounds, 
Tho Gibraltar, commanded by Cant. Heed, 
lull Liverpool for Wilmington on tho 4th of 
July, having on board iwo lurge lilakely 
guns, each weighing 22 tons. One of them 
is now mounted on White Point Garden, mid 
recently, at on elevation of only three de- 
crees, hit u target thieo miles distant with a 
shot weighing seven hundred weight. On the 
15lh of August, when within flight of ihe 
shore of iS'orth Carolina, ono of tho engines 
broke down, but was repaired after some ile- 
lay. tin going aloft soon after the accident, 
Capt, Reed diio rned throe of the blockade 
squadron, one ou Iho larboard, another on 
the starboatd. and tho third directly over 
tho bows, and bearing down on him. Ite- 
1 oring it would be ruinous to net otherwise, 
the captain hoisted the American peununt 
and ensign and continued bis course. This 
projeeding, together with his ready response 
to the hail, quite disarmed tho suspicion of 
the stcniner on the bow, although Cuptain 
Reed Steered so close as to see the men te- 
pairing their hammocks and performing their 
duties on deck. He then goi under the guns 
uf iho Confederate battery, Fort Fisher, bul 
could not proceed over the bar on account 
of ibe state of ttie tide. 

His position now attracted Ihe notice of 
tho federal flagship, which tired on him, and 
three other federals bore down on healing Ihe 
noise of the tiring. Forty-eight shots wero 
Bred ut him without doing more damage than 
! culling up the rigging. Captain Keeil was 
I detained over two months iu Wilmington, as 
i tho Confederate government had serious 
i thoughts ol taking the vessel again into eer- 
j vice, kt lengtn he received permission to 
j leave with a cargo of cotton, and having 
I paid 51,500 to a pilot for tho run to Bermuda 
be proceeded down Ibe bay, bul got around 
into the Western Channel and ugain on Ihe 
New Inlet, Being at the hitler place in 
dangerous proximity to the blockading squad- 
ron, he telegraphed his position up the bay 
to Fort Creswell, and three launches, each 
containing 20 men, were sent to his protec- 
tion. On the third night he succeeded in 
getting out, and reached Bermuda in two 
days and a half. The Captain stales that 
the following steamers were captured iu tun- 
ning the blockade : Cornubia, Novomber 
11th; Ella, November 12th ; Ella and Annie, 
the L4lh ; and tha Margaret and Jessie on the 
Mill. The Robert E. Lee was set on lire on 
14th also, in order to avoid capture. The 
Cugnct has arrived in Bermuda. The Cap- 
tain stales that at Wilmington and Charles- 
ton most kinds of provisions aro somewhat 
plentiful ; but tea, coffee, sugar, &c, are very 
scarce.

The plan of 
operations will be made known in a few days, 
and the pnblio will bo kept fully posted on 
the progress of the work from day to day. 
Captain Merrilt estimates tho pressure o| the 
water on the decks of the Aquila at low 
water at [2,000 tons, and is convinced that 
bad the attempt lo pump out the hull suc- 
ceeded, the decks must have given uway at 
once under the pressure, rendering the at- 
tempt to raise her by tput plan a failure 
undor any circumstances. — Alia.
